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Thurmond,  Meese  meet,

Congress  signals  worry  about  resignations

ment,”  Thurmond  said  in  a  statement  after  the  meeting.  “1 
went  today  to  talk  to  the  attorney  general  to  convey  these 
concerns  to  him.” 

Minutes  after  the  meeting,  Meese  refused  to  answer 
reporters’  questions  about  the  resignations  when  he  at¬ 
tended  a  news  conference  at  FBI  headquarters  on  a  drug- 
bust. 

Meese,  who  said  Wednesday  “there’s  no  reason”  for  him 
to  resign,  said  he  would  answer  questions  on  the  resigna¬ 
tions  of  his  aides  “within  the  next  several  days”  when  “1 
hope  and  I  fully  expect  ...  to  be  announcing  various  aji- 
pointments  to  fill  those  vacancies.” 

“The  business  of  law  enforcement  is  going  forward  en¬ 
ergetically  and  without  interrupton,”  Meese  said.  “Our 
strong  management  team  is  on  the  job.” 


The  attorney  general,  a  longtime  confidant  of  President 
Reagan,  stood  somberly  next  to  FBI  Director  William 
Sessions  as  the  FBI  chief  iiraised  Dejiuty  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  Arnold  Burns  and  Assistant  Attorney  General 
William  Weld,  who  quit  Tuesday  because  they  felt  Meese’s 
continuing  legal  troubles  were  hurting  Justice  Depart¬ 
ment  operations. 

“1  think  they're  very  fine  gentlemen,  served  their  gov¬ 
ernment  well,  arc  to  be  commended  for  the  service  that 
they  iierformed,”  Sessions 
said  when  asked  about  Burns 
and  Weld,  who  oversaw  all 
federal  criminal  investiga¬ 
tions. 

Meese,  in  resjionse  to  a  re¬ 
porter’s  question,  said  he  had 
no  jilans  to  meet  with  Thur¬ 
mond  later  in  the  day,  neglect¬ 
ing  to  mention  that  he  had  al- 
ready  done  so. 

After  the  news  conference  and  after  Thurmond  already 
had  issued  his  statement.  Justice  Department  spokesman 
Terry  Eastland  issued  a  clarifying  statement  confirming 
that  the  meeting  had  occurred  before  the  news  confer¬ 
ence. 

Thurmond  said  at  a  Senate  Judiciary  subcommittee 
meeting  in  the  morning  that  he  wouldn’t  “countenance  any 
corruiition  in  any  way,  shajie  or  form  in  the  Justice  De¬ 
partment  or  any  other  department.” 

The  Washington  Post  rejjorted  Thursday,  and  Justice 
Dejiartment  sources  subsequently  confirmed,  that  Weld 
had  told  Meese  during  a  meeting  Tuesday  that  the  crimi¬ 
nal  investigation  of  the  attorney  general  was  a  close  call  in 
terms  of  whether  the  attorney  general  should  be  prose¬ 
cuted.

After  Miller’s  testimony.  Jenkins 
ordered  the  hearings  on  defense  mo¬ 
tions  closed  during  the  morning  and 
afternoon  sessions  Thursday. 

According  to  an  Associated  Press 
rejjort,  authorities  have  said  Singer  is 
the  jirime  susjiect  in  the  shooting  of 
corrections  officer  Lt.  Fred  House. 

The  AP  rejiort  also  said  that  ballis¬ 
tics  tests  indicate  that  the  bullet  that 
killed  House  came  from  a  rifle  ow  ned 
by  Singer. 

In  other  matters,  although  defense 
attorneys  have  asked  for  a  change  of 
venue.  Jenkins  said  Monday  he  w-ould 
not  rule  on  transferring-  the  trial  out 
of  state  -until  jury  selection  begins. 
John  Bucher,  Swajip’s  attorney,  said 
Swajiji  does  not  want  to  delay  the 
scheduled  Ajiril  (i  trial  date.

President  Jeffrey  R.  Holland  an¬ 
nounced  a  short-term  goal  to  raise  ,$50 
million  to  jirovide  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  four-year  endowed  schol- 
arshijis  at  the  annual  President’s  Club 
Bamjuet  last  night  in  the  ELWC  Ball¬ 
room. 

Each  year  BYU  honors  donors  to 
the  university  who  are  members  of 
the  President’s  Club  with  a  baiKjuet 
and  i)resentation  by  Holland. 

According  to  Brent  Harker,  assis¬ 
tant  director  of  communications  at 
RYU,  “In  short  term,  the  university 
is  trying  to  raise  .$40  million  to  estab¬ 
lish  student  scholarshijjs  and  the  re¬ 
maining  $10  million  w-ill  be  used  for 
endowed  |)rofessorships.”  Harker 
said  he  hoi)es  the  money  will  be  raised 
w-ithin  the  i-iext  five  years. 

The  scholarshijj  jn-ogram  will  hel]3 
students  in  four  major  areas;  excep¬ 
tional  scholars,  jjotential  leaders/ 
scholars,  consistent  |)erformers  and 
sjjecial  consideration  students  who 
need  financial  assistance.  The  en¬ 
dowed  jirofessorshijis  will  “create 
added  incentive  and  recognition  for 
the  university’s  most  cajiable  educa¬ 
tors,”  said  Harker. 

Holland  said  the  most  pressing- 
need  for  the  university  is  the  “finan¬ 
cial  sujijiort  for  future  students. 
Many  well-jirejiared  students  may 
not  have  the  o|)]3ortunity  to  attend 
BYU  because  of  the  limited  number 
of  scholarshijis  available,”  he  said. 

“We  are  going  to  be  very  aggres¬ 
sive  in  jiursuing  a  significant  new  en¬ 
dowment  for  scholarships  at  BYU,” 
said  Holland.  He  urged  members  of 
the  President’s  Club  to  helj)  make 
“BYU  a  trulv  great  university  ...  a 


university  which  takes  its  place 
among  the  gi-eat  universities.” 

Holland  said  BYU  can  no  longer 
keep  asking  its  sponsor.  The  Church 
of  Jesus  cLdst  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
for  “proportionally  more  and  more 
money.” 

Holland  said  the  LDS  Church  will 
not  reduce  the  current  budget,  and 
will  continue  to  make  BYU  “a  very 
good  university,”  but,  “It  is  up  to  us 
to  make  BYU  a  great  university.” 

“Although  BYU  has  grown  in 
prominence,  dramatically  expanded 
its  physical  facilities  ...  and  extended 
its  campus,  its  stature  ultimately  is 
measured  by  the  quality  of  students, 
faculty  and  alumni,”  said  Holland. 

“Modern  buildings  and  fine  jiro- 
grams  are  necessary  of  course,”  he 
said,  “but  only  with  a  core  of  intelli¬ 
gent,  eager  and  well-jmepared  stu¬ 
dents  w'ho  are  well  rooted  in  human 
values,  can  any  university  reach  the 
forefront  of  academic  excellence,” 
said  Holland. 

Holland  said  BYU  wishes  to  relieve 
some  of  the  financial  stress  of  stu¬ 
dents  and  their  families.  “If  BYU  is  to 
make  it  possible  for  students  to  at¬ 
tend  BYU,  w'e  must  endow  scholar¬ 
ships  comjiarable  to  those  available  at 
other  leading  universities, ”he  said. 

“The  development  of  the  heart  as 
well  as  the  mind  is  of  preeminent  im¬ 
portance  at  BYU,  because  events  oc- 
curing  w'orldwide  indicate  that  the  fu¬ 
ture  of  society  is  increasingly 
dependent  ujjon  such  develojjment,” 
said  Holland. 

Holland  said  the  achievments  of 
BYU  have  been  made  possible  by 
donors  and  those  who  have,  “shared  a 
common  vision  and  were  willing  to 
sacrifice  to  bring  about  its  fulfill¬ 
ment.”

Jerry  Graff,  a  jiharmacist  at  BYU. 
said  the  McDonald  Health  (Center  fills 
a  very  limited  number  of  jirescrij)- 
tions  for  Ritalin,  a  central  nei’vous 
system  stimulant  wliich  is  similar  to 
caffeine  in  its  effects. 

According  to  the  Physicians  Desk 
Reference,  use  of  Ritalin  is  contro¬ 
versial  because  there  is  no  conclusive 
evidence  of  w-hy  Ritalin  jiroduces  a 
calming  effect  in  children  with  an  At¬ 
tention  Disorder  Deficit. 

“In  mo.st  kids  (Ritalin)  w-ould  make 
them  more  aw  ake,  but  it  calms  ADD 
kids  down  and  allows  them  to  jiay 
more  attention,”  Wayne  Woolfe,  a 
Provo  i)harmacist  said. 

ADD  childi'en  tyi)ically  have  jirob- 


lems  w  ith  attention  sjjan,  intensity  of 
emotion,  reflecting  before  acting  and 
associating  rew  ards  with  actions,  said 
Sam  Goldstein!  a  Murray  ])sycholo- 
gist. 

Goldstein  said  Ritalin  does  increase 
the  attention  sjjan  of  ADD  children. 
A])i)arently  the  stimulant  hel|)s  the 
brain  organize  and  i)ay  attention. 

Parents  and  educators  arc  noticing 
a  difference  in  ADD  children  taking 
Ritalin  and  are  recommending-  the 
ti'eatment  to  others. 

"When  the  teachers  see  the  dra¬ 
matic  effect  Ritalin  can  have  on  ])rob- 
lem  .students,  they  want  them  medi¬ 
cated  so  they  can  learn,”  said  Julie 
Miller,  a  sjjecial  educator  whose  son 
takes  Ritalin. 

Goldstein  said  that  about  a  (juarter 
of  the  ADD  jjatients  he  has  treated  in 
the  last  year  were  referred  by  the 
schools,  another  (juarter  by  other 
jiarents  and  the  others  are  sent  by 
jiediatricians. 

Terri  Steineckert.  whose  son  has 
taken  Ritalin  foi'  more  than  a  year, 
founded  a  Salt  Lake  suj)j)()rt  grouj)  for 
Jiarents  of  ADD  children. 

“I  wanted  to  share  the  knowledge 
with  other  families,”  she  said.  “It’s 
very  traumatic  to  j)ut  a  child  on 
drugs,  but  if  you  have  a  good  exjieri- 
ence.  you’re  conveiled.” 

Salt  Lake  Gity  has  three  clinics  that 
sjiecialize  in  the  diagnosis  and  treat¬ 
ment  of  ADD  children.

WASHINGTON  —  The  Senate 
gave  lopsided  approval  Thursday  to  a 
$48  million  humanitarian  aid  bill  that 
would  break  a  one-month  drought  in 
the  flow  of  U.S.  sujjplies  to 
Nicaragua’s  Contra  rebels  and  send 
medical  care  to  war-injured  children. 

Approval  on  an  87-7  vote  sent  the 
measui’e  to  President  Reagan,  who 
has  promised  to  sign  it  into  law  so  that 
rebel  fighters  can  be  sustained  in  the 
field  as  they  wait  for  agi-eement  with 
the  leftist  Sandinista  government  on 
a  long-term  cease  fire  and  a  reconcili¬ 
ation  between  the  two  warring  sides. 

White  House  sjiokesman  Marlin 
Fitzw'ater  said  Reagan,  who  leaves 
Washington  Friday  for  a  10-day  vaca¬ 
tion,  w'anted  to  sign  the  bill  before  he 
leaves.  “I  w'ould  think  he  would  sign  it 
almost  immediately  after  receiving 
it,”  Fitzw’ater  said. 

Congi’ess  had  twice  earlier  this 
year  rejected  aid  jirojjosals  for  the 
rebels,  and  their  last  U.S.  sujjjjort 
had  expired  on  Feb.  29. 

The  easy  passage  of  the  bill  in  the 
Senate,  and  a  day  earlier  in  the 
House,  was  made  possible  by  a  March 
23  accord  on  a  OO-day  truce  between 
the  Contras  and  the  Managua  regime 
reached  after  talks  in  Sapoa, 
Nicaragua. 

Sen.  Christoj)her  Dodd,  D-Conn., 
noted  that  the  aid  bill  fell  short  of  the 
desires  of  Contra  sujiporters,  who 


would  have  jjreferred  to  send 
weajions  to  the  rebels,  and  also  both¬ 
ered  rebel  ojijionents  who  opjjose 
sending- any  aid. 

“This  package  strikes  a  balance, 
and  is  for  the  sole  jiurjiose  of  suj3j3ort- 
ing  that  agreement  in  Sajjoa,”  Dodd 
said  during  a  harmonious  floo)'  debate 
on  the  measure.  “If  not  for  that  agree¬ 
ment,  we  wouldn’t  be  doing  this  to¬ 
day.” 

A  Contra  jirojionent.  Sen.  David 
Boreii,  D-Okla. ,  said  the  action  would 
“send  a  strong  sigi-ial  that  the  (.’ontras 
are  not  being  abandoned.  ...  If  the 
Sandinistas  knew  they  could  simjily 
wait  out  the  Contras,  they  would 
have  no  incentive  to  continue  to  nego¬ 
tiate.” 

But  Boren  also  said  the  failure  of 
Congi’ess  to  agree  on  military  support 
for  the  rebels  would  jirove  to  be  “one 
of  the  gravest  mistakes  in  American 
foreign  jiolicy  ever  made.”  He  jire- 
dicted  the  leftist  Managua  govern¬ 
ment  will  never  live  uj)  to  jiromises  it 
has  made  to  restore  democratic  fi'ec- 
doms,  and  said  lack  of  military  jjres- 
sure  from  the'  rebels  already  is  en¬ 
couraging  the  leftist  insurgency  in  El 
Salvador. 

Sen.  Brock  Adams,  D-Wash.. 
spoke  out  against  the  jiackage,  saying 
it  maintains  U.S.  involvement  in  a 
conflict  which  should  be  uj)  to  Central 
Americans  to  resolve.  “This  vote  to¬ 
day  is  to  maintain  .i  fighting  foi'ce  in 
existence,”  Adams  said. 


And  Sen.  David  Durenberger,  R- 
Minn.,  said  the  apjiearance  of  near- 
unanimitv  on  the  aid  bill  was  illusory.

Attorney  files  to  lift  order

HERODION,  Occupied  West  Bank  —  Leaders  of  the  Palestinian  rebellion 
called  Thursday  for  riots  during  the  visit  of  Seci’etary  of  State  Ueorge  P. 
Shultz  next  week,  and  Israel’s  prime  minister  vowed  to  crush  the  ui)rising. 

Soldiers  shot  one  Palestinian  dead,  bringing  the  Arab  death  toll  to  at  least 
124  since  violence  began  Dec.  8  in  the  occupied  West  Bank  and  Gaza  Stri]), 
where  1.5  million  Palestinians  live.  An  Israeli  soldier  also  has  been  killed. 

Israeli  officials  said  they  would  lift  a  three-day  closure  of  the  occujjied 
territories  at  3  a.m.  Friday  as  scheduled. 

Issuance  of  Leaflet  No.  12  from  leaders  of  the  rebellion  indicated  Israel  had 
not  removed  its  leadershijj  despite  mass  arrests  last  week  of  more  than  1,000 
people,  including  those  Israel  said  were  responsible  for  publishing  the  leaflets. 

Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Shamir  told  hundreds  of  cheering  Jewish  settlers 
Israel  would  crush  the  rebellion. 

Soldiers  allowed  the  650,000  Palestinians  in  the  Gaza  Strij)  to  leave  their 
homes  for  the  first  time  in  three  days. 

In  the  West  Bank  city  of  Yatta,  soldiers  shot  an  18-year-old  Palestinian  dead 
during  several  hours  of  clashes  with  protesters  hurling  rocks  and  bottles,  the 
army  said. 

The  latest  leaflet,  signed  by  the  Palestine  Liberation  Organization,  urged 
“all  the  Arab  world  to  block  Shultz’  plan  and  to  sto]J  him  from  killing  the 
uprising.”

Wall  Street  'whiz  kid'  enters  guilty  plea 


NEW  YORK  —  A  23-year-old  Wall  Street  “whiz  kid”  i3leaded  guilty  to  mail 
and  securities  fraud  charges  Thursday,  admitting  he  bilked  -$10  million  from 
scores  of  investors  and  spent  the  money  on  himself  and  friends. 

“I  obtained  money  from  investors,  and  told  them  I  would  invest  their  money 
in  securities. ...  Instead  I  spent  the  money  on  art,  automobiles,  two  homes  and 
furnishings,”  David  Bloom  told  U.S.  District  Judge  David  Edelstein. 

Bloom,  a  1986  gi-aduate  of  Duke  University,  faces  five  years  in  prison  and  a 
maximum  fine  of  double  the  amount  lost  by  investors  on  each  count. 

Edelstein  set  sentencing  for  May  12.  No  sentencing  agreement  accomijanied 
his  guilty  plea. 

Several  months  before  his  scam  was  revealed.  Bloom  was  ]Drofiled  in  a  New 
York  Times  Sunday  magazine  feature  on  new  art  collectors. 

According  to  court  papers.  Bloom  —  who  was  not  licensed  as  an  investment 
adviser  —  used  his  clients’  money  to  buy  $5.5  million  in  art  work,  a  $1.9  million 
East  Hampton  beach  house  and  an  $830,000  Manhattan  apartment. 


Researchers  say  AIDS  virus  strengthens 


WASHINGTON  —  The  virus  that  causes  AIDS  actually  changes  and  pmvs 
more  powerful  as  the  immune  deficiency  disease  progresses,  according  to 
studies  at  the  University  of  California  in  San  Francisco. 

In  a  report  to  be  published  F  riday ,  Dr.  J  ay  A.  Levy,  professor  of  medicine  at 
UCSF,  said  he  and  a  gi-oup  of  researchers  discovered  the  changing  virus  by 
studying  blood  samples  taken  over  a  four-year  period  from  four  men  who  were 
infected  by  the  human  immunodeficiency  virus,  or  HIV. 

The  scientists  found  that  as  the  AIDS  patients  became  sicker,  the  virus 
seemed  to  evolve  and  strengthen. 

“It’s  surprising,”  Levy  said  in  an  interview.  “The  virus  doesn’t  just  stay  the 
same,  but  actually  changes  its  biologic  features.  It  looks  like  the  same  virus, 
but  it’s  probably  evolving  within  the  individual.” 

The  studies  started  while  all  four  of  the  randomly  selected  subjects  tested 
positive  for  the  HIV  virus,  but  had  not  yet  developed  AIDS. 

Three  of  the  men  later  developed  AIDS  and  two  died. 

The  fourth  continues  to  have  no  AIDS  symptoms,  even  though  he  tests 
positive  for  the  virus. 


Soviet  church  fears  dissidents'  influence 


MOSCOW  —  Church  leaders  said  Thursday  they  are  working  with  the 
authorities  to  ease  restrictions  on  religion  in  a  society  dominated  by  atheists, 
but  may  fail  unless  clerical  dissidents  stojj  causing  trouble. 

Metropolitan  Filaret  of  Kiev  and  Galitsky  said  the  Rev.  Gleb  Yakunin,  a 
former  ])olitical  prisoner,  and  the  Rev.  Nikolai  Gainov  were  two  of  those  in  the 
Russian  Orthodox  church  who  seek  “to  press  on  us  methods  of  solving  our 
pi'oblems  that  would  lead  to  confrontation  between  church  and  state.” 

He  de.scribed  the  dissidents  as  a  small  group  of  priests  and  lay  peoi)le. 

The  church  always  has  cooperated  with  the  government,  which  is  dominated 
liy  the  officially  atheist  Communist  Party,  but  its  leaders  say  they  want  to 
moderate  a  1929  law  that  requires  I'egistration  of  religious  groups  and  jire- 
vents  charitable  activities  and  religious  education  of  the  voung.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Mayor 
Palmer  DePaulis  says  a  recent  jjlea 
from  a  citizens’  committee  asking  the 
city  to  help  obtain  housing,  ti'aining 
and  jobs  for  the  homeless  is  the  first 
stej)  toward  reaching  those  goals. 

DePaulis  said  Wednesday  that  a 
news  conference  held  by  the  Home¬ 
less  Not  Helpless  Committee  on  Sun¬ 
day  would  hel]3  draw  attention  to  the 
plight  of  the  homeless. 

However,  the  mayor  said  he  also 
wanted  to  s]3eak  to  the  committee  and 
homeless  ]3eople  in  a  non-media  event 
about  the  issues  they  raised. , 

The  homeless  problem 

Homelessness  “is  not  just  a  busi¬ 
ness  problem  or  a  transient  jiroblem. 
It’s  all  of  our  problem,”  he  said. 

The  committee  held  the  conference 
to  decry  ]3ortrayals  of  homeless  jDeo- 
l)le  in  news  stories  as  drunks  and  jDan- 
handlers,  telling  reijorters  that  the 
]3roblem  of  homelessness  would  con¬ 
tinue  unless  the  city  worked  to  cor-- 
rect  it. 

Committee  member  Dianne  San¬ 
toro  proposed  that  the  city  help  the 
homeless  find  vacant  buildings  to  ren¬ 
ovate  for  low-income  housing. 

Homeless  workers  could  renovate 
the  buildings  as  part  of  a  work  pro¬ 
gram. 

Proposal  for  help 

Santoro  said  she  had  received  sup¬ 
port  for  the  proposal  from  the  state’s 
emergency  work  program  and  a  rep¬ 
resentative  of  Habitat  for  Humanity, 
a  non-profit  organization  that  reno¬ 
vates  old  buildings  for  housing. 

She  also  asked  the  mayor  to  help 
develop  a  fund  to  finance  housing  for 
the  homeless. 

DePaulis  said  the  proposals  in¬ 
cluded  “things  we  can  mutually  ex¬ 
plore,”  but  he  reminded  the  commit¬ 
tee  that  Salt  Lake  County  and  state 
agencies  provide  social  services  for 
the  city,  which  has  little  control  over 
jDrivately  owned  vacant  buildings. 

The  news  conference  could  help 
bring  organizations  into  closer  discus¬ 
sions  with  the  homeless. 

Local  complaints 

DePaulis  also  said  he  would  invite  a 
member  of  the  committee  or  a  home¬ 
less  jierson  to  the  next  meeting  he  will 
have  with  ]3roi3erty  owners  on  the 
city’s  west  side,  who  comijlained  last 
week  about  transients  around  a  local 
liquor  store. 

Although  getting  homeless  people 
back  into  society’s  mainstream  is  the 
entire  community’s  responsibility,  ef¬ 
forts  will  fail  without  a  “good  strate¬ 
gic  plan,”  DePaulis  said. 


Even  though  an  18-year-old  woman  had  an  abortion  in 
the  hour  between  court-issued  restraining  orders 
Wednesday,  the  woman’s  attorney  Thui’sday  filed  a  mo¬ 
tion  to  lift  the  second  order. 

Julie  Bryan,  one  of  the  attorneys  representing  Jennifer 
Reynolds,  the  woman  involved  in  the  proceedings,  said 
the  motion  to  vacate  the  appeal  was  filed  so  Reynolds 
would  not  have  to  go  through  any  more  than  she  has.  “We 
want  out,”  Bryan  said.  “We’ll  trv  to  keep  Jennifer  out  of 
it.” 

Bryan  said  the  ball  is  in  Michael  Jon  Reynold’s  court.  “If 
Mitch  Barker  (Reynold’s  attorney)  decides  not  to  vacate 
the  appeal,  it  will  become  a  continuing-controversy  is¬ 
sue,”  said  Bryan.  “That  means  that  the  court  will  decide 
what  will  be  done  in  similar  cases  in  the  future.” 

The  couple  was  in  the  process  of  getting  a  divorce  when 
the  abortion  was  performed. 

Judge  David  S.  Young  of  the  3rd  District  Court  last 
week  issued  a  restraining  order  halting  the  abortion  pend¬ 
ing  the  resolution  of  a  divorce-related  custody  disjjute 
involving  a  10-month-old  infant  and  the  fetus. 

However,  Young  vacated  his  earlier  decision  Wednes¬ 
day  after  hearing  arguments  from  American  Civil  Liber¬ 
ties  attorneys  stating  that  a  woman  has  a  constitutional 
right  to  end  her  pregnancy. 

In  the  time  between  the  district  judge’s  ruling  and  the 
new  restraining  order  being  signed  by  an  apjDellate  judge 


less  than  an  hour  later,  Mrs.  Reynolds  went  to  the 
Women’s  Health  Center  where  she  had  an  abortion, 
said  that  at  the  time  of  the  abortion,  she  had  not  rece 
the  second  restraining  order. 

“I  went  right  over  to  the  clinic  after  the  judge  rule 
was  scared  they  would  ai)]Deal,”  she  told  the  Associ; 
Press.  “I  wanted  to  start  a  new  life.  I  didn’t  want 
dragging  on.  I’m  18  years  old,  I  have  a  10-month-old  b; 
and  I’m  going  through  a  divorce.  I  want  to  give  all  my 
and  attention  to  the  baby  I  already  have.” 

Barker  said  that  while  Mrs.  Reynolds  has  her  rigl) 
privacy,  his  client  also  has  the  right  of  procreation 
that  when  the  two  clash,  it  is  the  courts  which  must  del 
who  i)revails. 

Barker  said  Mrs.  Reynolds  waived  her  right  to  ijri’l 
by  holding  a  news  conference  earlier  to  announce 
then-i)ending  court  action. 

Although  Reynolds  has  had  the  abortion,  the  issu] 
the  ethics  of  the  situation  is  still  under  scrutiny. 

“It  (the  circumstances  surrounding  the  abortion)  r 
some  serious  ethical  issues,”  said  Lynn  Dennis  Ward 
the  BYU  Law  School.  “Calling  a  press  conference  be 
the  judge  made  a  decision  (about  vacating  his  orij; 
decisibn)  raised  serious  issues  of  ethics  in  judiciary 
duct.” 

Barker  said  the  issue  of  whether  or  not  a  suit  wil 
filed  against  Mrs.  Reynolds  has  not  been  determined. 

Barker  said  Mr.  Reynolds  is  upset.  “He  seems  t 
very  disai)))ointed  and  a  little  de]3ressed.”

HILL  AIR  E'ORCE  BASE  —  The  Pentagon  will  delav  planned  April  23 
layoffs  of  on-call  and  temporary  Directorate  of  Maintenance  workers  here  at 
least  until  June,  an  Air  Force  spokesman  said  Thursday. 

Ron  Fry  of  the  Air  E’ orce  Logistics  Command  headquarters  at  Wright-Pat- 
terson  Air  Force  Base  in  Ohio  said  129  maintenance  workers  at  Hill  Air  Force 
Base  will  not  find  themselves  out  of  work  this  month  as  announced  earlier. 

Nationwide  layoffs  of  Air  Force  temporary  workers  and  furloughs  of  full¬ 
time  civilian  workers  were  announced  earlier  this  year  as  a  cost-saving  mea¬ 
sure  to  compensate  for  congressional  budget  cuts. 

E’ry  said  Air  Force  Logistics  Commander  Gen.  Alfred  Hansen  has  decided 
to  delay  the  layoffs  because  he  believes  there  is  increasing  congressional 
support  for  a  bill  allowing  the  Pentagon  to  transfer  money  from  other  accounts 
into  the  Air  Force  operations  and  maintenance  budget  to  jjay  civilian  workers. 

E’ry  said  Hansen’s  decision  also  “stems  from  the  general’s  concern  for  the 
welfare  and  stability  of  the  civilian  work  force  and  a  continued  confidence  that 
additional  funds  will  be  made  available.”

Another  bachelor,  jeweler  Rian 
Robison  said  he  changes  the  subject 
when  his  girlfriend  brings  up  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  the  upcoming  auction.  “I  don’t 
think  she’s  got  the  money,”  he  said. 

March  of  Dimes  Division  Director 
Jean  Hatch  said  it  is  hard  to  guess 
how  high  the  bidding  will  go.  “We’ve 
never  done  it  in  this  area  before,  but 
in  other  areas,  it’s  ranged  from  $150 
to  several  thousand  dollars.” 

“The  purpose  for  the  auction  is  to 
raise  money,”  said  Hatch.  “But,  it’s 
also  a  good  op]mrtunity  for  women  to 
meet  some  of  the  most  eligible  bache¬ 
lors  in  the  area  under  a  nice  situa¬ 
tion.” 

Freddie  Whittingham,  22,  Covey’s 
teammate,  was  surprised  when  the 
March  of  Dimes  contacted  him  about 
the  event. 

“I’d  never  heard  of  it  and  I  was 
suiprised,”  he  said.  “But  it  sounds 
fun.” 


Whittingham  said  his  biggest 
worry  is  not  who  will  bid  on  him,  but  if 
anyone  will  even  bid.

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Japan  becomes  world's  largest  creditor

The  United  States  will  be  unable  to  emerge  from 
its  economic  debts  unless  it  begins  an  interdepen¬ 
dence  with  other  world  powers  such  as  Japan,  said 
the  author  of  “The  Politics  of  Global  Economic  Re¬ 
lations.” 

“We  are  now  in  a  position  where  the  maintenance 
of  the  type  of  international  economy  that  the  U.S. 
has  led,'  is  only  possible  with  the  Japanese  in  co-op¬ 
eration,”  said  Robert  S.  Walters,  who  is  also  a 
professor  at  the  University  of  Pittsburg. 

Walters  speech  Wednesday  was  sponsored  by 
the  Kennedy  Center  for  International  Studies. 

The  United  States  cannot  do  it  as  the  world’s 
largest  debtor  without  Japanese  assistance,  he 
said.  “Japan  has  emerged,  not  just  as  the  world’s 
gi-eat  exporter,  but  a  financial  super-]30wer.  It  Is 
now  the  world’s  largest  creditor,  and  we’re  starting 
to  see  what  we  haven’t  seen  Japan  do  before.” 

United  States  switches 

According  to  Walters,  The  United  States  has 
shifted  from  being  the  world’s  largest  creditor  to 
the  world’s  largest  debtor.  “No  country  can  be  the 
world’s  leading  political,  economic,  and  military 
force  and  be  the  world’s  leading  debtor.  ” 

Walters  said  the  United  States  finds  itself  in  a 
different  position  in  the  eighties  with  its  domestic 
and  economic  policies  being  driven  by  foreign 
forces. 


“We  ai'e  very  unaccu.stomed  to  dealing  with  this 
position.  1  think  far  too  little  has  been  done  to  make 
the  American  ijublic  aware  of  the  ti'emendously 
different  set  of  i)riorities  and  restraints  that  we  will 
have  to  work  with  in  years  ahead,”  he  said. 

The  key  in  the  future  will  be  balancing  the  con¬ 
flicting  interests  between  confidence  in  the  Ameri¬ 
can  dollar  and  foreign  capital  investment  with  the 
domestic  interests  of  the  nation,  according  to  Wal¬ 
ters. 

“A  deeply  devalued  dollar  makes  it  far  more  ad¬ 
vantageous  for  the  Jai:)anese  to  invest  here  in  the 
United  States  than  to  try  to  export  here,”  he  said. 

Economy  needs  stimulation 

For  domestic,  political  and  economical  purposes, 
Walters  said  that  the  United  States  may  have  to 
stimulate  its  economy  by  lowering  interest  rates. 

“We  may  not  be  able  to  do  that.  If  lowering  those 
interest  rates  means  cutting  off  that  foreign  cajntal 
that  may  have  so  much  more  devastating  impact  on 
our  economy  than  unenij^loyment  and  the  stagna¬ 
tion  of  economic  growth,  that  we  may  decide  that 
we  cannot  do  that,”  he  said. 

Walters  said  that  all  the  woi'ld  powers  have  a 
tremendous  .stake  in  each  other. 

“We’re  all  in  this  together,  but  I  don’t  under¬ 
stand  intei'dependence  to  divicle  equally.  I  think,  in 
fact,  the  impacts  of  interdependence  are  asymmet¬ 
rical,”  he  said.  “That  becomes  a  tremendous  source 
of  bargaining  and  power  and  influence  around  the 
world.  And  those  things  can  change  jjretty  rapidly. 


World  economic  problems 

“Certainly  if  our  economy  runs  into  problems, 
the  rest  of  the  world  does,  too.  We’re  the  biggest 
market  in  the  world,”  said  Walters. 

Walters  said  he  believes  that  the  rest  of  the 
world  sees  America  seriously  ignoring  its  responsi¬ 
bility  as  a  world  leader. 

“To  have  our  policy  choices  basically  driven  by 
domestic  U.S.  concerns  that  led  to  a  skyrocketing 
of  the  dollar  and  then  a  free  fall  of  the  dollar,  almost 
has  thrown  the  international  economy  into  tur¬ 
moil,”  Walters  said.  “We  should  never  have  let 
that  occur,  we  should  have  worked  with  other 
countries  to  manage  that.  But  for  five  years  we 
didn’t  even  try.  We  said  that  was  no  problem.” 

Other  nations  see  that  self-concern  as  in-espon- 
sible  for  the  United  States,  and  confidence  in 
United  States  leadership  over  the  national  econ¬ 
omy  will  be  difficult  to  restore,  according  to  Wal¬ 
ters. 

“It  is  going  to  take  joint  cooperation.  We’re  go¬ 
ing  to  get  very  frusti’ated  that  others  don’t  want  to 
line  up  behind  U.S.  proposals  in  the  way  that  they 
used  to,”  he  said. 

“I  think  what  we  have  built  here  in  the  eighties  is 
not  unlike  what  happened  in  the  sixties  with  the 
Vietnam  War,”  he  said.  “I  think  it  is  going  to  take 
us  10  to  12  years  for  the  world  and  this  country  to 
work  our  way  out  of  these  dilemmas,  instabilities 
and  time  bombs  that  are  placed  here  in  our  econ¬ 
omy.” 


Strike,  political  unrest  plague  Panama 


Panama's  government  closes  for  Easter, 
leaves  employees  without  paychecks 


American  families  living  in  Panama 
shaken  by  growing  political  turbulence

PANAMA  CITY,  Panama  —  The 
government  shut  its  doors  Thursday 
for  the  long  Easter  weekend  and  left 
thousands  of  public  employees  with¬ 
out  paychecks  for  the  second  time  in  a 
month,  facing  a  bleak  holiday. 

The  streets  of  Panama  City,  filled 
with  anti-government  demonstrators 
in  recent  days,  were  eerily  quiet,  vir¬ 
tually  abandoned  by  pedestrians  and 
vehicles  by  midafternoon. 

With  government  offices  and  min¬ 
istries  closed  and  most  businesses  and 
industries  shuttered  by  an  11-day-old 
general  stiike,  the  largest  congrega¬ 
tions  of  people  were  found  in  welfare 
agency  food  lines. 

Leaders  of  the  National  Civic  Cru¬ 
sade  were  meeting  to  plot  new  strate¬ 
gies  in  their  frustrated  effort  to  force 
out  Gen.  Manuel  Antonio  Noriega. 

“We’ll  be  talking  over  the  w'eekend , 
discussing  where  we  go  from 
here, ’’said  Roberto  Aleman,  an  attor¬ 
ney  and  director  of  the  Crusade,  a 
coalition  of  professional,  business, 
labor,  political  and  other  groups. 

In  Caracas,  former  Venezuelan 
President  Carlos  Andres  Perez  said 
he  understood  Noriega  had  promised 
to  resign  in  May,  the  unofficial  start  of 
a  presidential  campaign  that  will  end 
with  elections  in  May  1989. 

Noriega,  under  indictment  in  the 
United  States  on  drug  trafficking 
charges,  is  chief  of  the  15,000-mem¬ 
ber  Defense  I’orces  and  the  real 
power  behind  Panama’s  civilian  gov¬ 
ernment. 

Major  supermarkets  and  drug 


stores  and  a  few  small  shopes  were 
open  in  the  capital,  but  most  mer¬ 
chants  observed  the  antl-Noriega 
strike. 

The  groceries  and  pharmacies 
reopened  Wednesday,  reportedly  un¬ 
der  heavy  government  pressure. 

The  government  closed  down  after 
having  failed  to  meet  another  $33  mil¬ 
lion  payday  for  most  ot  its  130,000 
employees,  desjjite  an  infusion  of 
about  '$19  million  in  quarterly  tax  rev¬ 
enues  collected  this  week. 

About  $5.5  million  of  that  reijort- 
edly  came  from  taxes  and  fees  paid  by 
U.S.  companies  doing  business  in 
Panama,  including  Texaco,  Eastern 
Airlines  and  a  banana-growing  sub¬ 
sidiary  of  United  Brands. 

Most  Panamanians  were  short  of 
cash  and  food  as  a  result  of  the  strike 
and  the  cash  crisis,  which  was  caused 
in  part  by  a  U.S.  freeze  on  Panama¬ 
nian  assets  in  American  banks. 

The  sanctions  were  im]30sed  in 
f’ebruary  after  Noriega  sui)]3orters  in 
the  National  Assembly  voted  to  oust 
Panama’s  civilian  jDresident,  Eric  Ar¬ 
turo  Delvalle,  in  retaliation  for  Del¬ 
valle’s  attempt  to  fire  Noriega. 

Banks  have  been  closed  since 
March  3. 

The  Rev.  Laurino  Duran,  head  of  a 
Catholic  Church  relief  society,  said 
his  organization  was  feeding  9,000 
families  a  day  in  the  cajjital  and  some 
other  parts  of  the  country. 

“The  number  is  growing  daily,”  the 
priest  said,  adding  that  the  effort  is 
costing  $600,000  a  month,  which  the 
church  receives  in  donated  cash  and 
food.

Japanese  exchange  students 
learn  about  IDS  livestyles

Editor’s  Note:  The  following  inter¬ 
views  were  conducted  in  Japcoiese 
and  translated  into  English. 

Eleven  Japanese  exchange  stu¬ 
dents  who  came  to  Provo  last  F riday 
were  not  familiar  with  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  ac¬ 
cording  to  one  of  the  exchange  stu¬ 
dents. 

Naoyuki  Kazama,  22,  Tokyo,  said 
he  had  never  heard  the  name  LDS 
Church  before,  he  had  only  heard  of 
“Mormons.” 

“The  only  things  I  know  about  Mor¬ 
mons  ai’e  that  they  do  not  drink  coffee 
or  alcohol,  smoke  or  have  premiarital 
intercourse,”  he  said. 

According  to  Kazama,  he  and  his 
friends  believed  that  polygamy  was 
still  practiced  by  the  LDS  people. 

“I  asked  my  host  family  in  Provo 
about  polygamy,  I  learned  that  it  is 
forbidden,”  he  said. 

Makiko  Minami,  19,  Saitama,  said 
she  had  been  holding  a  prejudice 
against  LDS  members. 

“They  live  with  very  strict  rules.  I 
have  been  wondering  how  they  live  or 
what  they  think  every  day,  because  I 
cannot  survive  without  coffee,”  she 
said. 

Minami  said  she  had  an  opportunity 
to  attend  an  LDS  Church  service. 


“I  was  very  suiprised  that  the 
church  service  continued  for  about 
three  hours  and  no  one  got  bored,” 
she  said.  Because  of  the  language 
problem,  she  did  not  understand  what 
was  going  on  around  her  during  the 
church  meetings,  “but  I  did  feel  that 
members  of  The  Church  were  amaz¬ 
ingly  kind  to  me, ”  she  said. 

Kentaro  Watanabe,  22,  Saitama, 
said  he  observed  a  strange  scene  in 
the  sacrament  meeting. 

He  said  he  did  not  understand  why 
the  speakers  cried.  “I  thought  they 
were  confessing  to  us.  ” 

He  said  that  he  wondered  what  a 
blessing  ceremony  by  i^riesthood 
holders  during  the  sacrament  meet¬ 
ing  accomplished. 

“I  saw  that  six  people  made  a  small 
circle  in  front  of  us  and  put  their 
hands  on  a  person’s  head,  who  sat  in 
the  middle  of  the  circle. 

“I  did  not  understand  what  they 
said.  Who  was  the  person  sitting  in 
the  middle?  What  was  the  meaning  of 
the  ceremony?  Why  could  the  six  peo¬ 
ple  do  that?”  he  questioned. 

Watanabe  said  whenever  questions 
came  to  mind,  he  would  ask  his  host 
family.  “But  I  did  not  understand  the 
■English  explanation  very  much,”  he 
said.  Watanabe  wants  to  take  this  ad¬ 
vantage  to  get  acquainted  with  the 
LDS  Church  during  his  10-day  stay  in 
Provo. 


Panama  City  —  Less  than  a  shot¬ 
gun  blast  away  from  the  strikes  and 
strife  of  Panama  City,  some  of  the 
50,000  Americans  here  live  in  a  set¬ 
ting  that  evokes  the  small-town  ambi¬ 
ence  of  a  Norman  Rockwell  painting. 

On  the  surface  it  seems  a  carefree 
community.  But  with  protests 
against  Gen.  Manuel  Noriega  gi'ow- 
ing,  this  ordered  world  is  becoming 
disrupted. 

The  opposition  Civic  Crusade 
seemed  determined  to  forge  ahead 
with  street  protests  despite  a  govern¬ 
ment  ban  on  such  activities. 

So  far  Noriega  has  been  careful  not 
to  threaten  U.S.  Installations.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  one  foreign  diplomat  here, 
Noriega  fears  the  United  States  will 
exaggerate  the  threat  to  Americans 
and  use  it  as  a  pretext  for  invasion. 

It  is  not  an  irrational  fear:  A  similar 
scenario  jjreceded  the  1984  invasion 
of  Grenada,  this  di]3lomat  points  out, 
when  the  United  States  moved  in 
against  Cuban  troops  after  American 
medical  students  were  said  to  be  in 
danger. 

But  America  is  still  iDlaying  it  safe. 
To  keeji  the  conflict  from  seeping  onto 
U.S.  military  bases  and  the  large 
civilian  settlement  here,  the  United 
States  has  flown  in  more  than  100  spe¬ 
cialized  security  troops  during  the 
past  month.  The  Panama  Canal  Com¬ 
mission,  now  a  joint  U.S. -Panama  op¬ 
eration,  is  focusing  more  energy  on  an 
evacuation  plan  for  the  1,180  U.S. 
canal  emjjloyees  and  their  families. 
The  commission  also  Is  ]3reparing  food 
packages  for  Americans  without  com¬ 
missary  ])rivileges  so  they  can  avoid 
going  into  Panama  City. 

Since  the  crisis  began  last  June 
there  has  been  an  exodus  of  more  than 
200  U.S.  families  that  lived  and 
worked  in  the  canal  Zone.  They  fol¬ 
lowed  the  path  to  the  Sunbelt  blazed 
by  several  hundred  hard-core  Zoni- 
ans  who  left  after  President  Jimmy 
Carter,  who  in  their  opinion  bar¬ 
gained  away  the  canal  by  signing  the 
1977  Panama  Canal  treaties. 

In  many  cases  fear  is  fueled  by  ru¬ 
mor  and  misinformation.  But  in  re¬ 


cent  weeks  it  has  been  bolstered  by 
incidents  in  which  Americans  were 
harassed  by  members  of  Noriega’s 
Defense  Forces. 

One  such  victim  was  Carl  Marohl,  a 
crane  operator  who  works  on  the  51- 
mile  waterway  in  Gamboa.  On  March 
23,  ^hen  Marohl  tried  to  buy  food  for 
hungry  Panamanians  in  the  city,  he 
was  picked  up,  threatened,  and 
beaten  by  plainclothesmen  he  as¬ 
sumed  were  part  of  the  militai’y. 
Clearly  shaken  and  his  passport  still 
in  police  custody,  Marohl  is  thinking 
about  leaving  soon. 

Like  many  Zonians,  he  has  sharp 
advice  for  the  U.S.  government; 
“Quit  antagonizing  the  people  who 
are  beating  up  on  me.  Either  shut  up 
or  do  something  to  protect  us.” 

It  is  a  sentiment  echoed  throughout 
the  community  of  Americans  who  live 
permanently  in  Panama.  Most  Ameri¬ 
cans  here  have  no  need  to  venture 
outside  their  cloistered  world.  But 
the  1977  treaties  left  American  canal 
workers  without  the  right  to  many 
services,  including  the  government 
grocery  store.  'The  measure  was 
meant  to  integi'ate  them  into  the 
Panamanian  economy. 

But  with  the  general  strike  and 
cash  squeeze  continuing  for  weeks  on 
end,  that  goal  has  become  a  problem. 
For  some  of  these  workers,  finding 
food  is  not  just  difficult,  but  can  be 
frightening. 

“I  can’t  go  (to  the  commissary),” 
says  Marohl.  “I  have  to  go  to  the  war 
zone.” 

While  not  all  Americans  here  see 
the  situation  in  such  stark  terms, 
nearly  everybody  has  begun  to  make 
contingency  plans.  “Since  June  the 
political  situation  has  been  weighing 
heavily  on  our  minds,”  says  one  third- 
generation  Zonian. 

This  past  weekend  there  was  still 
time  to  enjoy  the  annual  three-day 
canoe  race  down  the  entire  length  of 
the  canal.  But  some  people  who  gath¬ 
ered  on  the  banks  of  the  old  waterway 
watched  with  nostalgia. 

“We  know  our  days  are  numbered,” 
said  a  tall,  husky  canal  worker  stand¬ 
ing  with  his  school-teacher  wife. 
“Ours  is  a  vanishing  breed.” 


Pentagon  considering  other  locations 
for  new  biological  warfare  laboratory

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  The  Pen¬ 
tagon  is  considering  sites  for  a  pro¬ 
posed  level-4  biological  warfare  de¬ 
fense  laboratory  other  than  just 
western  Utah’s  Dugway  Proving- 
Ground  or  remote  Johnston  Island  in 
the  Pacific  Ocean,  an  Army 
spokesman  says. 

While  Army  Headquarters 
spokesman  Lt.  Col.  John  Chapla  did 
not  specific  the  sites,  he  added  Thurs¬ 
day  that  the  Army  also  is  considering 
either  building  a  less-sophisticated 
lab  In  Utah  than  the  biosafety  level-4 
facility  now  jiroposed,  or  empaneling 
a  local  citizen  review  grou])  to  oversee 
lab  operations. 

Biosafety  level-4  is  the  highest 
level  of  containment,  and  is  required 
for  facilities  testing  disease  agents 
with  no  known  cure. 


The  Army  announced  late  last 
week  that  because  of  heavy  opposi¬ 
tion  to  the  lab  in  Utah,  it  was  recon¬ 
sidering  its  plans.  Chapla  said  Thui*s- 
day  that  such  reconsideration  is  part 
of  the  environmental  impact  state¬ 
ment  process  anyway. 

Last  week.  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch,  R- 
Utah,  called  for  the  Army  to  move  the 
lab  to  Johnson  Island,  where  any  mis¬ 
takes  would  not  threaten  a  nearby 
metropolitan  area. 

Dugway  Proving  Ground  is  70 
miles  west  of  Salt  Lake  City. 

But  Col.  Wyett  H.  Colclasure  II, 
director  of  niateriel  testing  at  Dug¬ 
way,  said  Johnston  is  only  a  half-mile 
wide  and  1.5  miles  long,  and  is  already 
so  crowded  with  other  operations  that 
building  the  lab  there  would  be  diffi¬ 
cult. 

“We  are  considering  other  options 
raised, ’’said  Chapla.

Professor  speaks  on  Canadian  identity

(Canadian  citizens’  two-sided  atti- 
(de  toward  the  American  people  is 
e  of  the  key  aspects  of  the  Canadian 
entity,  according  to  a  professor  at 
e  University  of  Calgary. 

’’Among  Canadians,  there  is  a  very 
ibivalent  attitude  toward  the 
iiited  States.  On  one  hand,  there  is 
yy  and  admiration,  but  at  the  same 
lie  there  is  a  sense  of  irritation  and  a 
nse  of  moral  superiority  to  Ameri- 
ns  for  a  whole  variety  of  reasons,” 
id  Howard  D.  Palmer,  who  is  also  a 
YU  graduate. 

Palmer  sjioke  on  what  it  means  to 
'Canadian  and  what  makes  Canadi- 
s  uniciue  at  a  forum  sponsored  by 
;  David  M.  Kennedy  Center  last 
lek. 

According  to  Palmer,  there  are  five 
y  aspects  of  the  Canadian  identity. 
The  first  is  Canada’s  tie  with  the 
itish.  While  Americans  approach 
iDblems  in  a  revolutionary  way, 
Imer  said  Canadians  approach 
;jm  in  an  evolutionary  way. 

I:‘I  think  it  is  sometimes  hard  for 
inericans  to  Understand  how  Cana- 
uns  can  have  the  trappings  of  the 
itish  constitutional  system  and  the 
eeh,'”  he  said.  “They  felt  that  ties 
lide  them  distinctive.  They  were

Irld  had  ever  seen.” 

Res])ect  for  law  and  authority  and 
Bir.symbols  also  tyjiify  the  Canadi- 
iVT’almer  said.

I’This  attachment  and  respect  for 
thority  is  reflected  in  some  of  our 
istitutional  language,”  he  said.  “In 
■  American  Constitution,  it  talks

;s.  In  the  Canadian  constitution  it 
ks  about  peace,  order  and  good 
eminent.” 

iriie  second  asjiect  Palmer  dis¬ 


cussed  was  regionalism.  Because  of 
different  geography,  economic  bases 
and  ethnic  composition.  Canada’s  re¬ 
gionalism  serves  as  a  major  political 
force,  said  Palmer. 

“There  were  some  English-sjieak- 
ing  Canadians  who  did  want  a  strong 
national  feeling  transcending  re¬ 
gional  differences,”  he  said,  "but 
most  of  the  efforts  to  create  this  con¬ 
formity  in  the  name  of  unity  only 
heightened  ethnic  and  regional  con¬ 
tentions.” 

The  third  key  aspect  of  the  Cana¬ 
dian  identity  is  Canada’s  northern 
character. 

“Certainly  Canada’s  northern  char¬ 
acter  and  its  wilderness  is  an  imiior- 
tant  dimension  of  how  Canadians  feel 
about  their  country,”  he  said.  The 
wilderness  is  often  reflected  in  Cana¬ 
dian  art,  according  to  Palmer. 

Canada’s  relationshiji  to  the  United 
States  is  the 
fourth  key  aspect. 

“Americans  really 
don’t  know  very 
much  about  Cana¬ 
dians,  and  what  is 
more  infuriating  is 
that  they  don’t 
seem  to  care,”  he 
said. 

Sixty  ]3ercent  of 
Canadian  industry 
is  owned  by  Amer¬ 
ican  firms  and  as  the  United  States 
becomes  more  of  a  world  jjower,  the 
concern  over  American  dominion 
grows  in  Canada,  according  to 
Palmer. 

.  Palmer  said  America’s  iiojiular  cul¬ 
ture  also  has  an  influence  on  Canadi¬ 
ans.^  “Ninety-seven  percent  of  the 
movies  we  watch  are  American 
movies,  95  percent  of  the  television 
we  watch  is  American  and  75  jiercent 
of  magazines  we  buy  are  American,” 
he  said. 

The  last  key  as])ect  of  Canadians  is 
a  bilingual  and  multi-cultural  charac¬ 
ter.  According  to  Palmer,  Canada  has 


an  advantage  over  the  United  States 
by  never  identifying  one  language  as 
the  national  language. 

“I  heard  some  Americans  say, 
when  they  hear  someone  speaking  in 
Spanish,  ‘Speak  American,’  because 
the  assumiition  is  that  English  is  the 


American  language.  You  couldn’t  say 
to  someone,  ‘Sjjeak  Canadian.’  If 
Canada  can  provide  an  example  of 
how  it  is  ])osaible  to  speak  more  than 
one  language,  I  think  the  United 
States  may  want  to  look  at  this  posi¬ 
tive  side  of  the  Canadian  ex])erience.”

Canadians  at  BYU  may  find  Ameri¬ 
cans  students  intolerant  of  other  cul¬ 
tures:  however,  most  students  in  a 
Canadian  section  of  American  Her¬ 
itage  said  they  would  not  go  to  school 
in  the  l.Inited  States  if  they  did  not 
enjoy  it. 

“Americans  say 
things  like,  ‘If  you 
don’t  like  it  here  then 
just  go  home.’  I  think 
that’s  kind  of  rude,” 
said  Randy  Bohnet,  a 
s())5homore  from 
Medicine  Hat,  Al¬ 
berta,  majoring  in 
business. 

“It’s  not  that  we 
don’t  like  it  here,  it’s 
just  that  we  would  do  things  differ¬ 
ently,”  Bohnet  said. 

The  students  said  they  encounter 
([uestions  such  as,  “Why  don’t  you 
■look  like  a  Canadian'.^”  and  “Who  is 
Canada’s  i)resident‘.'” 

“One  thing  1  noticed  is  that  they 
thought  we  were  all  socialists,  when 
everyone  in  Canada  isn’t,”  said  Jesse 
Atwood,  a  so]jhomore  from  Cardston, 
Alberta,  majoring  in  microbiology. 

L\’nne  Demas,  a  freshman  from 
Raymond,  Alberta,  majoring  in  mu¬ 
sic,  finds  Americans  more  oi)enly  pa¬ 
triotic  than  Canadians. 

,  “A  lot  of  times  it  seems  more  like  a 


show;  it’s  fake.  They  think  we’re  not 
as  patriotic  about  our  country,  but  we 
are,”  she  said. 

However,  Bohnet  said  he  finds  this 
patriotism  to  be  sincere.  “You  go  to  a 
college  football  game  hei’e  and  when 
you  stand  up  to  sing  the  national  an¬ 
them,  80  percent  of  the  people  are 
singing  it.  When  we  go  to  a  hockey 
game  at  home,  nobody  even  knows 
the  anthem.” 

There  tends  to  be  less  respect  for 
authority  in  America  than  in  Canada, 
according  to  most  of  the  class.  “We 
stop  at  stoplights  and  crosswalks,” 
said  Demas. 

The  class  said  the  most  likely 
change  they  would  make  in  Ameri¬ 
can’s  attitudes  would  be  their  low  tol¬ 
erance  for  other  people’s  views  and 
traditions.  “They  don’t  tolerate  other 
views.  If  you  give  them  an  opinion, 
they  don’t  respect  it,”  said  Patrick 
Perrett,  a  freshman  majoring  in  ])olit- 
ical  science. 

“They  expect  you  to  become  like 
them,”  said  Lorna  Bohme,  a  fresh¬ 
man  from  Raymond,  Alberta,  major¬ 
ing  in  elementary  education. 

'The  class  was  quick  to  point  out 
that  their  views  are  not  all  negative. 

“I  find  Americans  in  general  are 
more  friendly,”  said  Marianne  Fran¬ 
cis,  a  junior  from  Raymond,  Alberta 
majoring  in  psychology.  “At  the  uni¬ 
versity  I  was  at  before,  they  won’t 
even  look  at  you,  let  alone  say  ‘hi’  if 
they  don’t  know  you.”

Jana  Stringham,  an  MBA  graduate 
student  from  Boise,  Idaho,  said, 
“CODI  is  very  helpful  to. me  to  kee]) 
track  of  company  ijresentations  on 
BYU  campus.  We  can  also  notify  stu¬ 
dents  of  resume  submission  deadlines 


through  CODI.”  Stringham,  the  stu¬ 
dent  MBA  association  president,  also 
uses  CODI  to  inform  the  graduate 
students  of  academic  oriented  activi¬ 
ties.  “CODI  gives  students  new  infor¬ 
mation  more  quickly  and  effectively,” 
she  said. 

Boyer  said  postings  on  bulletin 
boards  allow  one  or  two  students  to 
read  the  notice  at  a  time.  “CODI  al¬ 
lows  five  to  10  students  to  share  the 
information.” 

“The  task  of  notifying  students 
about  resume  deadlines  and  compa- 
nigfi’,  yisitingiSchedule  was  too  critical 
tq  l.siudents,'  to  ibgr  handled  only, 
through'a  paper  posting  system,”  she 
said. 

According  to  Boyer,  the  Graduate 
Career  Development  Office  feels  a 
strong  need  for  a  more  efficient 
method  of  communicating  to  all  un¬ 
dergraduate  and  graduate  students  in 
the  School  of  Management.  Three 
other  CODIs  will  start  functioning 
beginning  this  summer.  The  total  cost 
will  be  $1,400.

Nearly  200  former  BYU  students 
of  Ralph  Woodward,  a  BYU  i^rofes- 
sor  emeritus,  will  perform  tonight  for 
a  BYU  A  Cappella  choir  reunion. 

Members  of  the  choir  will  gather 
from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  as 
well  as  from  Canada  and  Switzerland 
for  the  reunion  performance. 

The  reunion  concert  will  feature 
students  of  Woodward  while  he 
taught  here  at  BYU  from  1964-1984. 

During  the  time  Woodward  di¬ 
rected  the  choir,  it  was  recognized 
internationally  for  not  only  the  high 
calibre,  but  also  for  the  feeling  that 
was  communicated  to  the  audience. 

Woodward  said  the  response  to  the 
reunion  has  been  gratifying. 

“It  is  a  singular  opportunity  to  as¬ 
semble  what  I  believe  are  the  finest 
singers  ever  to  attend  BYU.  There  is 
a  remarkably  rich,  full  sound  coming 
from  the  group,”  said  Woodward. 

Woodward  also  said  that  the  emo¬ 
tions  will  be  running  high  during  this 
concert. 

“The  performance  should  be  a  sin¬ 
gular  experience  not  only  for  the 
choir,  but  for  the  audience  as  well,” 
said  Woodward. 

Marsha  Paulsen-Peters  of  Iowa 
City,  Iowa,  a  former  student  and  par¬ 
ticipant  in  the  reunion,  said  at  first 
she  wasn’t  going  to  come  because  of 
the  expense. 

“The  thought  of  missing  the  re¬ 
union  concert  was  unbearable.  Since 
singing  under  Dr.  Woodward’s  direc¬ 
tion  is  such  a  tremendous  experience, 
a  spiritual  experience  really,  I  de¬ 
cided  I  needed  to  come  to  be  filled 
again,  no  matter  what  the  cost,”  said 
Paulsen-Peters. 

Tonight’s  performance  will  include 
some  of  the  most  popular  pieces  the 
choir  has  sung  during  the  jiast  20 
years.  These  include  the  double  choir 
piece  “Agnus  Dei”  by  F’rank  Martin, 
“Shenandoah”  by  James  Erb  and,  as 
was  the  tradition  during  the  Wood¬ 
ward  years,  there  will  be  a  separate

BYU  discovered  a  unique  integration  of  music,  dance 
and  theater  that  added  variety  to  the  Bachelor  of  I'ine 
Arts  (BFA)  degree  by  creating  a  Musical  Dance  Theatre 
program,  according  to  Harold  Oaks,  chairman  of  the  the- 
atei'  department. 

The  Musical  Dance  Theatre  program,  discovered  four 
years  ago,  plans  to  train  young  people  to  work  and  ]jer- 
form  in  musical  theater.  Students  normally  need  to  per¬ 
form  a  combination  of  dancing,  singing  and  art  in  order  be 
accepted  in  the  professional  field,  according  to  Dayley. 

“The  program  is  for  students  who  are  trying  to  pre]3are 
for  the  future  as  a  singer,  dancer  and  actor  in  the  ]3rofes- 
sional  world,”  said  Newell  Dayley,  chairman  of  the  music 
deiiartment.  “A  singer  who  doesn’t  act  or  dance  usually 
doesn’t  get  a  chance  to  sing  in  the  professional  world.  ” 

A  BFA  in  Musical  Dance  Theatre  is  designed  to  serve 
gifted  people  with  skills  in  all  three  areas  and  to  develoj) 
broad  academic  skills.  Changes  have  made  the  ijrogram 
more  precise  in  meeting  the  needs  of  students. 

This  unique  progi’am  is  unheard  of  at  other  universities 
because  of  the  competition  between  departments,  said 
Dayley.

Fort  Worth  woman 
has  130-pound  cyst 
removed  from  ovary

FORT  WORTH,  Texa.s  —  A 
woman  who  feared  to  seek  medical 
help  as  a  tumor  swelled  in  her  abdo¬ 
men  eventually  doubled  her  weight 
before  having  the  130-pound  malig¬ 
nant  growth  removed,  her  doctor  said 
Wednesday. 

Barbara  Louise  Jones,  55,  is  almost 
completely  recovered  from  the  De¬ 
cember  operation  to  remove  the 
ovarian  tumor,  said  Fort  Worth  sur¬ 
geon  Dr,  J.E,  Way. 

In  the  three  years  preceeding  her 
operation,  Jones,  who  is  o-foot-l'/^, 
said  she  at  first  thought  she  was  gain¬ 
ing  weight,  then  realized  something 
was  seriously  wrong. 

But  J ones  said  she  delayed  seeing  a 
doctor  because  she  feared  she  would 
suffer  the  same  type  of  jjainful  death 
as  her  mother,  who  died  of  ovarian 
cancer  in  1973. 

She  was  forced  to  retire  early  from 
her  job  as  a  school  district  purchasing- 
agent  last  March.  By  July,  she  was 
unable  to  move  about  without  tiring. 

In  November,  she  finally  decided  to 
seek  medical  attention  and  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  Way.  Within  two  weeks,  the 
tumor  was  removed, 

"Way  said  he  had  to  cut  a  J'd-foot 
incision  in  Jones’  abdomen  to  remove 
the  malignant  tumor.  He  said  most 
ovarian  tumors  are  detected  when 
they  are  1-1  Vs  inches. 

“There’s  nothing  typical  about  ■ 
this,”  Way  said.  “You  can  find  a  lot  of 
tumors  that  weigh  5  to  30  pounds,  and 
those  are  humongous  tumors.” 

The  1988  Guinness  Book  of  World 
Records  lists  a  1905  case  of  a  328- 
pound  ovarian  cyst  as  the  largest  tu¬ 
mor  in  history.  Oddly  enough,  the 
woman  in  that  case  also  was  from 
Texas;  the  reference  book  says  she 
recovered  fully. 

Way  said  the  tumor  was  fixed  to  the 
walls  of  Miss  Jones’  abdomen  and 
stretched  her  skin  almost  pa]3er-thin. 
He  said  what  made  the  surgery  diffi¬ 
cult  was  keeping  the  skin  from  break¬ 
ing  and  the  tumor  from  ru]3turing.

“The  momentary  jDleasure  of  a]D- 
pearance  and  vanity  seems  to  out¬ 
weigh  the  risks  of  long-term  effects,” 
sai(i  Nielsen. 

According  to  Nielsen,  continual 


studies  are  being  done  on  the  effects 
of  the  sun  and  tanning  booths  and  to 
date,  the  studies  suggest  negative  ef¬ 
fects  for  a  short-term  period,  but  the 
long-term  effects  have  not  been 
clearly  defined. 

“There  are  standard  guidelines  for 
tanning  booths,  but  tanning  varies 
from  person  to  person,”  said  Nielsen. 
“I  suggest  that  you  be  very  careful 
while  tanning.  You  are  your  own  best 
judge.” 

Whatever  the  motivation,  be  it 
vanity  or  that  potential  date,  spring 
motivates  us  to  improve  ourselves, 
said  Price.

Teams  gear  up  for  Final  Four

NORMAN,  Okla.  —  Oklahoma 
Coach'  Billy  Tub'bs  was  told  that  his 
opposite  number  at  Arizona,  Lute  Ol¬ 
son,  said  at  wouldn’t  be  in  Arizona’s 
best  intei’ests  to  tun  with  the  Sooners 
in  their  Final  Four  matchup  Satur¬ 
day. 

“If  he  doesn’t  want  to  run  around 
with  me,  I  don’t  want  to  run  around 


with  him,”  Tubbs  said.  “Whatever’s 
in  his  best  intei'ests  is  fine  with  me.” 

But  seriously,  folks.  Although  Ari¬ 
zona  pushes  the  ball  up  the  floor  — 
the  Wildcats  averaged  85  ]joints  a 
game  in  going  35-2  —  Tubbs  ]3robably 
would  have  been  surprised  if  Olson 
had  said  his  team  would  run  with  the 
Sooners. 

Only  one  team  this  year  has  been 
successful  playing  Oklahoma’s  game. 


That  was  Missouri  in  the  second-to- 
last  game  of  the  regular  season  when 
the  'Tigers,  playing  at  home,  beat 
Oklahoma  93-90  in  overtime.

Coaches  relate  mixed  feelings 
concerning  Final  Four  pressure

KANSAS  CITY,  Mo.  —  Even  the 
coaches  can’t  agree  whether  Duke 
and  Kansas  will  hold  a  FinaTFour  ace 
in  the  hole  this  weekend. 

Those  two,  unlike  Arizona  and 
Oklahoma,  have  recently  experienced 
the  hvne  and  hoopla  that  has  come  to 
surround  the  national  championship 
of  college  hoops. 

Arizona  has  never  before  been  to  a 
Imai  I  our..  And  the  Wildcats’  semifi¬ 
nal  opponent  on  Sattirday,  Oklahoma, 
has  not  been  since  long  before  any  of 
Its  players  were  Dorn. 

But  the  Duke-Kansas  semifinal  will 
be  a  rematch  of  the  1986  semifinal  at 
Dallas  when  the  Blue  Devils  of  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Conference  prevailed 
oyer  the  Jayhawksbf  the  Big  Eight  in 
Danny  Manning’s  sophomore  season. 

“I  think  it  helps  some”  to  have  Final 
Four  experience,  Duke  Head  Coach 
Mike  Ki'zyzewski  said  during  a  tele¬ 
phone  news  conference  involving  the 
Final  Four  coaches.  “You  learn  from 


any  mistakes  you  might  have  made  in 
your  previous  Final  Four,”  said 
Ki'zyzeweki. 

“I  think  it  helps  make  you  feel  a 
little  more  comfortable  and  at  ease.  I 
hope  we  get  to  have  this  experience 
year  after  year.” 

Kansas  Coach  Larry  Brown  begs  to 
differ. 

“I  just  hope  the  kids  we  have  who 
have  been  there  in  the  past  will  keep 
reminding  the  kids  we  have  in  the 
future  of  what  a  great  opportunity  it 
is,”  he  said. 

“I  don’t  take  this  lightly  and  I  don’t 
want  our  kids  to  take  it  lightly.  But  I 
really  don’t  believe  it’s  an  advantage 
for  us.” 

The  coaches  did  agree  that,  despite 
the  Final  Four’s  high  visibility,  it 
does  not  produce  the  fierce  pressure 
many  would  associate  with  a  chamjji- 
onship. 

“The  pressure  is  gi-eatest  in  the 
first  game  of  the  playoffs,”  Arizona 
Head  Coach  Lute  Olson  said. 

“I  don’t  think  there’s  any  pressure 


at  all,”  Billy  Tubbs  of  Oklahoma  said. 
“We  call  it  desire.” 

“Maybe  there’s  pressure  in  getting 
to  the  Final  Four  once  you  start  the 
tournament,”  said  Brown,  who 
coached  UCLA  to  the  Final  Four  in 
1980.  “Losing  that  regional  champi¬ 
onship  game  is  the  toughest  on  both 
teams  because  you’re  so  close  to  the 
Final  Four,  and  then  suddenly  it’s  all 
over.  But  I  don’t  feel  any  pressure. 
And  1  know  our  kids  don’t  either. 
They’re  just  thrilled  to  death,”  he 
said. 

“Being  in  the  Final  Four  is  some¬ 
thing  you  want  to  take  advantage  of,” 
Krzyzewski  said.  “You  never  know  if 
you’re  going  to  clb  it  again.”  ;; 

“I  I'eally  think  the  pressure  de¬ 
creases  rather  than  mounts,”  Olson 
said.  “At  this  point,  you  know  if  you 
can  win  that  next  one  you’re  going  to 
have  a  shot  at  the  whole  thing.  But 
there  are  four  good  basketball  teams 
there  and  anything  can  happen.  I 
think  there  is  less  pressure  with  this 
one  than  with  the  ones  before.” 


Still,  Tubbs  sounded  unconvinced. 

“They’re  good  enough  to  run  with 
us,”  Tubbs  said  of  the  Wildcats. 
“They  can  play  a  running  game  with 
us. 

“But  I’ll  bet  Arizona  doesn’t  change 
their  game  plan  one  bit  for  Oklahoma, 
because  I  don’t  think  Oklahoma  has 
changed  their  game  plan  one  bit  for 
Arizona.” 

If  that’s  the  case,  the  Sooners  will 
employ  their  full-court,  pressing  de¬ 
fense  from  the  start  in  an  effort  to 
quicken  the  tempo  as  much  as  possi¬ 
ble. 

Arizona  likely  will  use  its  solid  zone 
defense,  although  guard  Steve  Kerr 
said  it  was  the  the  Wildcats’  man-to- 
man  attack  that  turned  their  gattie 
around  against  North  Carolina  in  the 
West  Regional  championship. 

Oklahoma  guard  Mookie  Blaylock, 
for  one,  said  he  would  like  to  see  Ari¬ 
zona  line  up  in  the  1-1-3  zone  it  used  to 
put  the  clamps  on  North  Camlinh’s 
J.R.  Reid. 

The  reason?  Blaylock  and  Okla¬ 
homa’s  other  perimeter  players,  point 
guard  Ricky  Grace  and  forward  Dave 
Seger,  all  have  the  gi’een  light  to  let 
it  go  from  3-point  range.  Sieger  is 
shooting  39  percent  from  that  dis¬ 
tance,  Blaylock  38  percent  and  Grace 
nearly  37  percent. 

On  the  year,  Oklahoma  attempted 
7(^  shots  from  Outside  the  stripe,  or 
more  than  20  per  game. 

^S’he  bulk  of  Oklahoma’s  scoring 
ebtnes  from  its  inside  people,  center 
Stacey  King  Who  is  averaging  22 
points  per  game  —  and  forward  Har¬ 
vey  Grant,  who  is  averaging  21.

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Ticket  scalping  creates  serious  problem 
as  Final  Four  draws  near  in  Kansas  City

KANSAS  CITY,  Mo.  —  Final  Four 
tickets  in  this-  city,  brimming  with 
well-heeled  Kansas  fans,  could  sell  for 
as  much  as  $2,000,  some  speculators 
say. 

Police  thought  it  a  good  time  to  re¬ 
mind  residents  that  ticket  scalping  in 
Kansas  City  is  against  the  law. 

“From  everything  we’ve  heard  to¬ 
day,  I  do  believe  that  this  will  be  the 
toughest  ticket,  ill  the  hjstorv...of 
sjArts,”  said’Rfchafel-IvonzeiiK^a  hav-, 
ri^l  Kansas  athletic  oftit  hi  „ e  if 
could  sell  out  the  Superdome. 

The  Final  f’our  long  ago  reached 
parity  with  the  World  Series  on  the 
calpers’  list  of  profitable  events.  But 
when  the  Kansas  Jay  hawks  beat  Kan¬ 
sas  State  71-58  Sunday  in  the  finals  of 
the  NCAA  Tournament’s  Midwest 
Regional  at  Pontiac,  Mich.,  they  did 
more  than  join  Oklahoma,  Arizona 
and  Duke  in  the  50th  anniversary  of 
college  basketball’s  party. 

They  stirred  up  a  ticket  frenzy  that 
36  hours  later  was  gathering  strength 
ancl,  fury  like  the  tornado  that 
whisked  Dorothy  and  Toto  away  from 
Kansas. 

“I  was  told  that  I  could  probably 
get  $2,000  per  ticket  on  game  day,” 
said  a  Kansas  City  advertising  execu¬ 
tive  with  close  ties  to  Kansas. 

“If  I  had  abunch,  I  would  take  them 
to  the  bank  and  put  them  in  the  safety 
deposit  box  with  the  gold  coins,” 
added  the  man,  who  asked  that  his 
name  not  be  used. 

In  the  first  semifinal  game  Satur¬ 


day,  Kansas  meets  Duke,  the  school 
that  vanquished  the  Jayhawks  in  the 
1986  Final  Four.  Oklahoma,  another 
Big  Eight  school,  meets  Arizona  in 
the  other  semifinal. 

And  thousands  upon  thousands  of 
Kansans  suddenly  want  to  be  there. 
The  Jayhawk  basketball  tradition,  in 
fact,  was  firmly  established  before 
John  Wooden  ever  won  a  game  at 
UCLA.  When  Kansans  talk  about 
their  past,  named  like  James  Nais-

De¬ 
mand  is  very,  very  large,”  Konzem 
said.  “The  fact  that  one  of  the  teams  is 
KU  is  not  the  only  factor  in  this.  You 
have  Duke,  an  ACC  school  with  a 
great  basketball  tradition  already  and 
a  lot  of  loyal  fans. 

“Then  you  have  Arizona,  which  is 
making  its  first  trip  to  the  Final  Four 
and  has  all  that  excitement  surround¬ 
ing  it  and  creating  interest  among  the 
fans. 

“And  then  you  have  Oklahoma.  Not 
only  is  Oklahoma  a  second  Big  Eight 
school  with  Kansas,  but  it’s  a  border¬ 
ing  state  with  Kansas  and  Missouri.” 

Anybody  with  a  handful  of  tickets 
and  dreams  of  early  retirement  would 
do  well  to  ponder  city  ordinance  No.

Gene  Bartow  succeeded  Wooden, 
but  lasted  only  two  years  as  UCLA’s 
head  coach.  Bartow  was  followed  b\ 
Cunningham  and  Brown,  each 
whom  also  lasted  two  years,  and 


Lan'y  Farmer,  who  lasted  three 
years.  Hazzard  succeeded  Farmer 
before  the  1984-85  season. 

Hazzard,  reached  by  telephone, 
told  The  Associated  Press,  “I  have 
nothing  to  say  at  this  point.  I  will 
issue  a  statement.” 

UCLA  was  21-12  in  1984-85,  Haz- 
zard’s  first  season:  15-14  the  following 
year  and  25-7  in  1986-87  for  a  total  of 
77-47.  Hazzard’s  first  team  won  the 
National  Invitation  Tournament 
chamiiionship  and  his  1986-87  squad 


captured  the  Pacific- 10  Conference 
crown. 

Hazzard  played  under  Wooden  for 
three  seasons  at  UCLA  starting  with 
the  1961-62  campaign.  As  a  senior,  he 
led  the  Bruins  to  a  30-0  record  and 
their  first  NCAA  championshi]!. 

Hazzard  then  played  in  the  NBA 
for  10  years  before  retiring  in  1974. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Lakers,  Seattle  SuperSonics,  Atlanta 
Hawks,  Buffalo  Braves  and  Golden 
State  Warriors.

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Air  Force  studies 
are  inconclusive, 
says  Sen.  Hatch

WASHINGTON  —  Sen.  On-in 
Hatch  says  a  follow-up  study  will  be 
required  to  put  in  perspective  re¬ 
search  indicating' an  increase  in  cer¬ 
tain  kinds  of  cancer  among  workers  at 
Utah’s  Hill  Air  Force  B'ase  over  a  36- 
year  period. 

Hatch,  R-Utah,  indicated  that  the 
results  of  an  initial  National  Cancer 
Institute  study  need  to  be  compli¬ 
mented  by  study  of  just  what  sub¬ 
stances  employees  are  exposed  to  at 
the  northern  Utah  base  before  conclu¬ 
sions  can  be  made. 

A  Hatch  aide  said  that  statistically 
the  results  of  the  initial  study  only 
“raise  a  suspicion”  but  do  not  tell 
HAFB  workers  if  they  are  at  risk, 
what  substances  may  be  hazardous 
under  the  conditions  in  which  they  are 
used  at  the  base,  or  what  levels  of 
exposure  are  risky. 

Hatch  told  reporters  Wednesday 
that  the  results  of  the  first  study  “are 
still  being  analyzed.  Utah  people  are 
healthier  than  the  average  in  the 
United  States,  and  this  study  tells  us 
workers  at  Hill  are  even  more  healthy 
than  the  Utah  average.” 

“But  there  may  be  some  increase  of 
a  few  types  of  cancer  among  these 
workers,”  Hatch  said. 

“There  may  be  some  suggestion  of 
that.  We  need  to  do  moi’e  study  of  the 
particular  exposures  before  we  Can 
know  for  sure.”  . 

The  statistics  used  by  institute  in¬ 
volve  very  small  numbers  that  may  be 
skewed  by  chance,  a  Hatch  aide  said. 

Where  the  expected  numbers  of 
cancers  are  1.8  and  the  number  found 
is  three,  over  more  than  30  yeai's, 
factors  other  than  occupational. expo- 
sure  may  be  involved.  _
